hhas been on the State Council since 
1028. “His elevation to his present of- 
fice took him from the Presidentship 
of the Legislative Yuan to whieh he 
had sueceeded on the resignation of 
‘Mr, Hu Han-min in 1031. In record, 
personality and disposition “Mr. Lin 
Sen possesses in an excepiional 
dogree the qualities required in an 
elder statesman, In that capacity he 
commands general esteem and af- 
fection as one who. has worthily 
upheld the dignity of his post. 


FAMINE IN SZECHUEN

COMMONS QUESTION 
ON SMUGGLING 


Representations in ‘Tokyo 
Asked by Mr. Moreing 


Lonaon, Feb. 8, 

In the House of Commons to-day, 
‘Mr. A. Moreing, Conservative’ me 
ber for Preston, asked whether the 
Forelgn Secretary hod drawn the 
attention of the Japanese Government, 
to the statement by Sir Frederick 
‘Maze, Inspector-Géneral of the Chi- 
nese Maritime Customs, that accumu- 
Iated stocks of smuggled goods in 
Tientsin were gradually finding thelr 
way Into the interlor, mostly in.

Between September: 7, 
1036, and January 10, 1937, a total 
of ‘1,547 ‘motor trucks ‘carrying 
smuggled goods were seen to have 
passed through the Hsiso Hsi Mon 
Customs Barrier, ‘Tientsin, the 
destinations of the vehicles’ belng 
Henown to be Kaoyang, Tullu, Tsang- 
‘chow, Chochow, ‘Tsinan and Paoting.

Other outstanding ‘achievements 
mentioned, included the establishment 
‘of the Farm Credit Bureau, improve 
ment of rice crops, opening of the 
China Vegetable Oil Refinery, forme 
tou of steel works, extension of 1 
distance telephone lines, reorganiza- 
tion of the China Merchants Steam 
Navigation Company, Increase of the 
budget for promotion of free educa 
tion, founding of the institute 
traifing of distriet and municipal ad- 
ministrators, enforcement of legal 
tender policy, and the introduction of 
the income tax. 

In local administration, Dr. Wong 
added, the Exetutive Yuan has placed 
special emphasis on readjusting the

Shanghai's International Settle- 
ment on the Whangpoo is occasion- 
ally given the beatific epithet} 
"Model", Amoy's _International| 
Settlement on Kulangsu, “Drum| 
Wave Island,” has the felicity of] 
remembrance in the Chinese} 
couplet: 

Kulangsu is a paradise on earth 

Amoy is the very best 
‘This outburst of local patriotism 
Is inscribed in ideographs on the 
Camel Rock which distinguishes, 
‘Kulangsu for the approaching ship.| 
Its ecstatic sentiments may be as 
accurate as those which set Shang- 
hai up as a municipal model. Still 
earthly paradises have been known| 








have not always been _blatontly| 
‘obvious, but as those who come to| 
that depressing conclusion have.no| 
special means for defining the re-| 
quirements of paradise, Kulangsu. 
remains happily unchallenged in| 
Ms claim: it may in fact argue that| 
it has ‘been given an earthly| 
epithet with a heavenly meaning| 
and gaily proceed to conclude that| 
Its merits—like the accounts of a| 
certain political organization of! 
dubious worth—are audited in! 
heaven. Kulangsu is not quite so| 
Impervious to mundane criticism. 
It produces its annual report in| 
‘every whit as good shape, if not In| 
such bulk, as that of the Inter-| 
national ‘Settlement of Shanghai, 
and even more promptly, for! 
Koulangsu's Ratepayers hold’ their! 
annual meeting in February not in| 
April. In place of Shanghai's! 
“esteemed fellow-citizen”, Kulang- 
su puts in the chair the Senior| 
Consul and leaves it at that. It has| 
five foreign and three Chinese| 
‘Couneillors, who in 1936 were: Mr. H. 
J.P. Anderson (Chairman), Mr. D.| 
‘A. E. Bell, Mr. J. M, Morhaus, Mr. 
H. Takemura, Mr. “Yaguchi, "Mr. 
Lee Han Ching (Vice-Chairman), 
Mr. Tan Eng Hong and Mr: C. J. 
Wang. ‘The Chinese membership| 
was established in 1928, when the| 
Settlement had been in existence 
for 26 years, the constitution having] 
been signed at the Japanese Con-| 
‘sulate-General in Amoy on January 
10, 1902 and, in compliment to| 
Shanghal, taking the form of Land| 
Regulations very much on_ the! 
Shanghai model of 1868. The Model 
Settlement has therefore special 
reason to be interested in the an-| 
nual report of Its smaller sister so 
pleasantly perched on an insular} 
Paradise where the waves maintain | 
the stimulating drum-like music 
from which Kulangsu gets its name. 
‘The two International Sottle- 
ments compare thus in area and| 
population: Kulangsu has about] 
40,000 inhabitants (probably 300] 
foreigners among them) as against| 
‘Shanghai's 1,000,000 and an area of| 
approximately 1% sq. miles to| 
‘Shanghai's 8% sq. miles. But hearts| 
Just as pure and fair beat in the| 
‘smaller Eden as in its elder and 
largor “Model”. Nor are Kulang- 
‘u's elght Councillors less assiduous| 
in attention to their island duties| 
than Shanghal’s fourteen who sweat} 
‘and grunt under the weary load of 
this heavily piled conglomerate of| 
conerete facts and abstract fallacies. 
Kulangsu is manned by a_ police 
force of about 120 strong and the| 
Chief Police Omicer proudly affirms! 
that it is “adequate to cope with 
any ordinary situation”. Lost the| 
‘qualification implied should arouse] 
‘alarm he hastens to add 
‘The possibility that an extraordin« 
ary situation may develop inthe 
Seltlement, due to external influ 
fences and events, doce not warrant 
serious apprehension 
Here clearly is a hint of that} 
paradisiacal state to which the! 
Camel Rock lays claim. |The Police| 
Report reveals the adoption of what} 
is known as the Po Kah system. 
whereby the community is split up| 
Into units of {en households the 
heads of which clect a supervisor| 
who “carries out registration and| 
maintains a running census of the| 
groups under his control”. Each, 
group of ten houscholds has its 
‘own elected supervisor; the super= 
visors elect section managers who, 
in their turn elect an eldér for their 
‘rea, there being ten areas in the 
Settlement. By these means the| 
Consus of the Settlement is kept} 
up-to-date and effective police con- 
trol on economical lines is secured, 
thanks to the spirit of co-operation 
which prevails. The Council is 
careful to observe that this de- 
‘centralization does not connote any 
surrender of its executive authority. 
‘The problem of Pi-nu—"girls| 
below the age of 21 years in a| 
household who are not closely] 
related to the family by birth” —i 
being dealt with under the regul 
tions of the Ministry of the Interior. 
All such girls have to be registered, 
the certificate of registration bear-| 
ing the Pienu's photograph, a) 
duplicate being filed with the Coun-| 
cil. Gradually the abolition of the 
system within the settlement is to 
be secured. In the meantime! 
the Council "supervises the condi~ 
tions under which the Pi-nu girls 
ive with the object of checking] 
abuses.

Arrowsmith is the Council's special 
representative on the Board of Slave 
Refuge and her report, besides 
paying a warm tribute to Mr. Khaw’ 
philanthrophy, shows how the in- 
stitution maintains 100 girls, trains| 
them in useful means of livelihood| 
indgenerally endeavours to make| 
‘amends for the scurvy treatment| 
hitherto received by them at the! 
hands of fate, Funds are low and| 
Miss Arrowsmith not unreasonably 
considers $400 a month “much| 
too low" to provide for the staffing] 
‘and running of an institution for! 
100 girls, most of them at an age| 
When nourishing food is a_ vital 
factor in the development of their| 
physique, especially after the ex- 
periences from which the Refuge’ 
Fescues them. She hopes that the| 
publie-spirited citizens of Ki 
Tangsu will sec that Mr. Khaw's 
efforts are given better financial 
support in the future. Kulangsu, 
like Shanghai, cannot. escape the 
effects of depression, Although its 
crime record is light, the inerease| 
of prison committals during the last 
four years being mainly due to| 
stricter enforcement of the anti-| 
‘opium regulations, the revenue has| 
@ropped from $168 thousand and| 
$152 thousand “in 1934 and 1935] 
respectively to $146 thousand in| 
1938. Expenditure has bravely 
bbeen pruned to ft but rock-bottom 
hhas been reached. Nevertheless the| 
budget for the’ current year is 
based on a revenue estimate of 
$145 thousand giving an expected| 
surplus of $43 thousand. This| 
small margin has deterred the! 
Council from incurring outlay on| 
much-needed reassessment of pro- 
perties even though additional re-| 
venue might in the long run be! 
thereby ensured. Expert guidance| 
was invoked. Mr. Kalgan Shih’ 
of Shanghai was invited to report) 
fon ‘reassessment. He proposed a! 
full and complete survey of all 
property at a cost of $10,000. ‘The! 
project was deferred "until more| 
satisfactory financial conditions| 
could be recorded. ‘The absence of| 
{internal friction, the general good| 
behaviour of its citizens and the 
progressive spirit of this Inter 
national Settlement justify the 
deduction that the municipal ad- 
ministration derives. considerable 
moral support from the beauty of| 
the island domain in which it 
‘operates. So marked is the reason~ 
ableness of the atmosphere that| 
such difMeult issues as the registra-| 
tion of medical practitioners, the| 
suppression of opium smoking, the 
water supply—although too many 
resident still risk thelr lives in 
drinking from surface wells—the 
‘maintenance of decorous  bathing| 
beaches and the provision of more 
public telephones, are _placidly 
solved without heat or inordinate 
delay. Even the climate appears to 
behave itself. If Kulangsu isnot 
paradise Shanghai will agree that

‘The end of this week will sce the| 
conclusion in Shanghat of a pro- 
gramme of events designed to] 
celebrate the centenary of the great 
Russian poet, Alexander Pushkin, 
All over the world, where Russians 
fare assembled in any great num- 
bers, the occasion has been cele- 
brated with enthusiasm, irrespec- 
tive of the political beliefs of the! 
participants, who for this one oc- 
easion seem to have found a com- 
mon cause. It is not astonishing 
that this should be the case, for 
there is much in Pushkin's Ife 
which must endear him to both 
‘White and Red Russians, for if the) 
former find in the work he has left 
behind him a vindication of the| 
culture of the old régime, the latter| 
are able to point to the fact that 
he thought, in advance of his} 
day, thoughts which brought him 
Into conflict with the authorities, 
He had a Byronie outlook on life, 
and while some of his political 
enemies described him as a mere 
imitator of Lord Byron there is 
plenty of evidence that — the 
similarity lay in the natures of the 
two men and not from any con- 
scious desire on the part of Pushkin 
to copy the English poet. Born in 
Moscow, 1799, Pushkin belonged to 
an ancient family of boyars, his 
maternal great-grandfather being 2

standards; their heavenly attributes has given relief to some and im- had bequeathed to his famous de- 
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cendant curly hair and a somewhat 
darker complexion than is usual 
amongst the Russians, At the age 
of eighteen, having left the lyceum, 
hie was attached to the ministry of 
foreign affairs, and in that year 
commenced the composition of 
“Ruslan and Ly‘udmila,” a poem 
which was completed about two 
years later, Meantime he mixed 
with the gay society of the capital 
and at one time seemed cut out to 
bbe be a man of fashfon rather than 
poet, 

His destiny was not, however, to 
be denied, for he contributed to it 
by his own act in writing an “Ode 
to Liberty." ‘The authorities might 
have thought him somewhat in- 
tractable before that, but the ap- 
pearance of this poem, which was 
cireulated in manuscript brought 
him to the notice of the Governor 
of St. Petersburg, and it was only 
by accepting a position in southern 
Russia that Pushkin escaped exile 
to Siberia, Stationed in south 
Russla poetry occupied much of his 
time, but he managed to become 
mixed up with secret societies 
whieh were then rife throughout the 
country. He became embroiled 
‘with his superior who requested the 
government to remove him, and 
finally he returned to his father's 
seat near Pskov, where he devoted 
himself to the’ study, of Russian 
poetry and to getting himself into 
more trouble. When in 1925 the 
Dekabrist conspiracy broke out, 
Pushkin was to some extent com- 
promised, but, reaching his house 
before the officials, he managed to 
destroy all writings which might 
have prejudiced him, and ultimately 
through influential friends sueceed- 
‘ed in making peace with the em- 
eror, whose coronation he was 
permitted to attend. ‘There appears 
to have been some unhappiness in 
his married life, though it is not 
clear that his wife was so respon- 
sible for it as he himself appeared 
to believe, and this led to a duel 
in which he was mortally wounded, 
dying two day's afterwards. But 
by that time the enormous amount 
of writing that he had done, and 
its undeniable quality established 
hhis reputation for all time, though 
his unfortunate early death must 
always eave room for speculation 
‘as to what heights he would 
reached had he been permitted 10 
tive out a normal span, 

The facile description of Pushkin 
as the "Russian Byron" has dimmed 
fone of the most important aspects, 
of the poet's personality. He was 
not a plagiatist, but a pioneer. Up 
to his time the predominant foreign 
influence on the Russian stage had 
been French, and there Is soen in 
many of Pushkin’s works, attempts 
to go further aftold, to scek in other 
foreign styles something which 
could be adapted to the genius of 
the Russian people. Pushkin war 
Russian through and through and 
what in effect he was really seok- 
{ing to do was to extend the horizons 
of that branch of Russian literature 
to which he was so devoted a 
servant. ‘Thus “Boris Godunov" ix 
a bold effort {0 imitate the style of 
Shakespeare, and is a fine tragedy: 
in “Eugene Onyegin" Pushkin 
modelled his style on the lighter 
sketches of Byron in the Italian 
manner. ‘That is generally con- 
sidered to be his masterpiece for in 
ithe has written a variety of styles, 
satire, pathos and humour mixed 
together. ‘The character painting is 
the work of a mastor, and his scenic 
descriptions are sketched in with 
fan unersing hand and a very sym= 
pathetic understanding of what he 
was about. He was a man who 
made his words sing, adding melody 
to the artistry of his original con~ 
ceptions, It is that melody which 
to some extent obscured his very 
considerable merits as a prose 
writer, In this department he is 
‘outranked by some immense Ngures 
in Russian Ierature, but some of 
his stories show so great a dramatic 
power that tho opinion can safely: 
be hazarded that his artistry as a 
poet was based on sound crafls- 
‘manship in the use of words. It is 
fortunate for the non-Russian 
speaking Anglo-Saxon world that 
some very fine translations of 
Pushkin’s works have been made 
Favailable to them, and those who 
have not paid much attention to this 
‘aspect of Russian literature would 
be'well advised to investigate them,

Alcation of its actual qualities and| 
0, in the attempt to gauge the ac-| 
curacy of the assessments vouch 
safed from time to time by erities 
‘and partisans alike, a Shanghai! 
newspaper may well preserve 
silence after recording the tag: si 
monumentum requiris. clreumspice| 
look in the mirror, in fact, The 
Yesult may or may not be admired; 
on that point the well-brought-up 
‘oracle remains dumb, Yet it will be 
admitted that there'Is some com- 
modity on which eertain observers— 
usually. passing visitors of more or| 
less distinguished position—delight 
to impose the label “Shanghai 
Mind." The difficulty of ascertaining] 
the actual entity thus implied is} 
well illustrated by the amazing] 
variety of tople discussed by Shang- 
hhallanders when they attempt. the 
task—Shanghai girls, volunteers, 
charitable enterprises, polities, mili- 
farism and municipal administea- 
tion, Trrelevancy seems to dog their 
efforts; when the ingenulty of one 
Aisputant segregates the Shanghai 
‘Mind on the basis of the tip given| 
to an amah in mysterious cireum- 
stances the climax of confusion has 
eon reached, 

Shanghal asa whole, whether 
Chinese or Foreign, finds this} 
“Mind” a fttuly recurring problem, 
hie bugbear of a controversial 
existence, the King” Charles’ head 
of brahminical Mr.Dicks, the Death's 
head at the international feast. of 
reason, No-one would pretend that 
a elty of over three million people 
had a single mind of its own. Few 
would be so venturesome as to give 
to any particular mind the label of 
any'particulay elty. Shanghal may 
tterefore, feel Hattored as well os 
intrigued ‘by this curious freak of 
public criticism, Gratitude de- 
mands some sort of a reply, even 
it the idea of putting up a defence 
‘be abandoned. Indeed the question 
yeally 1s whether the defence is 
riecessary. The word was originally’ 
exploited to describe a point of view 
held by a section of public opinion| 
‘with whieh the ingenious nicknamer 
was not in accord, For aught dis 
coverable {o the contrary, that state 
of mind may have long’ vanished 
because tho conditions which pro-| 
duéed it have also disappeared. TC 
not, Shanghal may still demur to 
acceptance of exclusive respon- 
sibility for a mentality which hap- 
pens to have caught the notice of

for some, obscure reason, It has been 
magnified into a symbol by which 
forelgn eltizens of Shanghai are re- 
pkegented in pretentious discussions 
abroad, Like the comedian’s stock 
Joke about lodgers or mothers-in~ 
law the “Shanghai Mind” is seized 
lupon as a convenient weapon with 
which to ward off any. serious con- 
sideration of the Shanghal problem. 
No other place in the world—with| 
the possible exception of Wigan— 
has so just a grievance against 
pseudo-highbrowism. Shanghai 
frankly admits that its problem is 
intricate and tests the capacity of 
the ‘student for industry, intel- 
Aigence. und imagination. ‘The 
admission is reinforced by’a grim 
realization of- the time required to| 











a restlessly impatient public. There| 
are documents which help the con-| 
selentious writer, but they cannot} 
elude the disadvantage of _the| 
Passage of time and their resultant, 
out-of-datedness gives an excuse 
for neglecting them. Yet, dealing 
‘with Shanghai as it is, the com- 
mentator -in Europe or America 
could not go far wrong if he con- 
sidered the international character! 
of this city of nearly thirty different) 
nationalities, the international com- 
plexion of ‘part of its municipal 
‘government, the catholicism of its 
‘communities’ tastes—the celebia- 
tions of Pushkin's centenary offer’ 
a topleal example—the close atten- 
tion pald to world affairs, th. 
persistent offort to bring intractable 
economic and social problems into} 
remedial focus, and the virility of 
the spirit of charity—all of which 
find vigorous expression here. If 
one single mind can cover. so| 
broad an expanse ‘of thought, 
‘Shanghal, no doubt, will rejoice in 
‘the compliment, but it has the sense

So, as a game for the masses’ foot- 
ball fell into distavour. 

In the schools it was kept alive! 
but its evils—rough charging, 
throwing and tackling—were miti- 
gated to sult the flagged and walled 
courts of certain institutions. ‘Thus 
the dribbling game eventually to be 
known as Association came into 
existence. Hacking (intentional 
Kicking of the opponent's legs) was 
not abolished at Rugby until 1877. 
Association Football dates from 
1863 when the Football Association 
came into existence, eight years 
after the formation of the Sheffield 
Football Club and one year after 
Notts County, the oldest League 
Club, began their career. Rugby 
football was actually  introduc-| 
ed into Rugby school when W. Webb 
Ellis “‘ran with the ball” in 1823. 
‘The selection of the Rugby code 
when other schools—each with 
thelr own variety of the game, still 
preserved at Eton, Harrow’ and 
Winchester—might ‘have been so 
honoured is attributed by Mr. C. J.B. 
Marriott to the high scholastic 
reputation of Dr. Arnold who 
thus has to his credit even more 
than the produetion of Latin gram- 
mars for the tribulation of the 
fourth form. Th 1848 the. attempt 
was made at Cambridge to form- 
ulate a code which would. unite 
the players of the Public’ Schools. 
‘The foundation of Clubs in advance 
of settlement of this issue began 
with Blackheath in 1862 and, in the 
following year, Richmond. Another | 
attempt to draw up rules was made 
In 1863 to draw up a code in London, 
Blackheath withdrew from the en- 
terprise because the rules approved 
eliminated hacking. Great activity 
came in the seventies. The First 
University match was played and] 
the English Rugby Union formed, 
with codified rules, in 1871, the 
Scottish Rugby Union was founded 
in 1873, the Irish in 1879, the year 
the Calcutta Cup was presented. 
and the Welsh in 1880. ‘The present 
mode of scoring dates from 1905. 
Before then, from 1886 onwards. 
three tries earried the same number 
‘of points as one gonl—a system 

\dopted from Cheltenham College. 
“Mauls” in goal were eliminated in 
1892, so the present generation of 
‘Shanghai players and most of their 
critics on the touchline are in- 
nocent of one of the flercer 
phases of the original game. Much 
Impetus has been given to rugger 
in Great Britain by the vast in- 
crease in professionalism in soccer 
Dist especially by the definite break 
which, in 1893, led to the separate 
formation of the Northern Union 
‘on the basis of “broken time” pay- 
ments. Rugger thus, became ex- 
clusively amateur and the large 
majority of British Public Schools 
prefer It to soccer—-a development 
which those who appreciate the 
excellent qualitios-of the association 
game much regret. ‘The decline of 
the Corinthians is’ probably due to 
this defection, although the superior 
technique of professional play must 
not be overlooked. Now nigger 
and its sister code, soccer, have 
spread over the face of the world, 
with varying _ popularity and 
adaptations. Shanghai rugger 
is flourishing. “The sporting con- 
tests with Japanese teams have 
given it much interest, but to-day's 
game is the classic match of Far 
Eastern football, Hongkong have 
a strong XV; Shanghai are young 
but determined. If the weather be

General Franco has undoubtedly 
achieved a major success in the 
capture of Malaga, although the 
Spanish Government's announcement 
from Valencia shows that the event 
has been discounted by arrangements 
already made. That does not dispose 
‘of the obvious danger to which the 
communications between Valencia 
and Madrid will be exposed, especl 
ly if the insurgents can continue thelr 
operations by taking Almeria, ‘The 
hostilities have developed consider 
bly for it.ts reported that the Gov- 
ernment forces are attempting to 
strike at the insurgents’ stronghold at 
Cordova. If this threat were 
Pressed home, the loss of | Malaga 
‘would be more thani balanced, but it 
does not seem to be at all probable 
that such success can be readily 
achleved. Madrid still holds out but 
the moral effect of the defeat at 
‘Malaga may weaken the opposition to 
the insurgents who have, however. 
experienced serlous difficulties ‘and 
much discomfture in thelr determined 
attacks on the Capital. The view that 
the struggle will persist seems to be 
generally held and that must in the 
main be due to the apparent dom- 
inance of non-Spanish troops. The 
enigma of this forelgn Intervention 
loses none of its obscurity. ‘The news 
Of the landing of large forces of 
Malians seems to be confirmed yet it 
would appear on the surface to bt 
quite Inconsistent with the assurances 
given by Italy to the British Govern- 
ment. The situation appears to in- 
dicate that if the Spaniards could be 
allowed to run thelr own war, some 
kind of peace might soon be 
established. At the moment they 

wwe to stand aside and watch fo 
elgners engaged in the entirely 
irrelevant but murderous process of 
fighting among themselves for de- 
cision of the kind of political creed 
which should be nominally assigned 
to Spain.” In the end it Is certain 
‘that Spain will choose her own creed 
and all this insensate intrusion of 
foreign mercenaries will have wasted 
its unpleasantness on the alr of a 
desolation too grim to be patiently 
concelved, Nor should it be argued 
that the intruders on either side are 
actuated by high motives, They ore 
either despatched as virtual conscripts 
by totalitarian governments or ree 
erulted to the ‘pastime of killing by 
the lure of money, Spain at the 
moment is afflicted with the revival 
‘of a long-forgotten European ba 
‘barism when mercenaries overran the 
countryside In the pay of warring 
governments to the destruction of 
Peaceful and law-abiding rural and 
urban life,

Court, by reason of thelr training | 
and recent contacts with public al- 
fairs, shall be beyond doubt equal to 
the task af making the Constitution 
work as its framers originally intend- 
ed that it should work—for the pro-

A HEAVY TOLL 


Sir Reginald Craddock whose death! 
4s reported, was the last Lieutenant 
Governor of Burma in the pre- 
Montford regime and a tormidable| 
but always reasonable eritle of the 
proposals on which the new Consti- 
tution of India is based. His book, 
“The. Ditemma in India," was the 
falrest_and best exposition of the| 
‘case against a constitutional advance 
put forward. in England and it 
had the merit of making that 
ephemeral objective consistent with 
an authoritative and well-balanced 
survey of Indian administration and 
policies. Rugged in countenance 
and well-built in stoture, Sir Re- 
finald was a good example of the 
“Civilian” of the best type under the 
old vatriarchal system. He had a 
pawky sense of humour and was!

a dispensation in which an_ official's 
claims to promotion to the Viceroy's 
Cabinet had to be based on oratorical 
ability as well as on administrative 
eMlcieney.

‘The circumstances leading up to 
the assassination of Gen,. Wang I- 
chih, commanding the G7th Route 
Army, are very obscure. ‘There are 
conflicting versions, but all point to 
the fact that the’ peace. terms be- 
tween the Central Government and 
Gen, Yang Hu-chen were gravely Im- 
perliled at the lost minute, and that 
disaster was narrowly averted by a 
mere halrsbreadth. 

‘The one account that corresponds 
‘more nearly to the facts than any 
other states that Colonel Sun, the 
oer “In command of Gen, Chang 
Msueh-llang’s special bodyguard, was 
responsible for the whole thing. It 
‘appears that, on the morning of Feb- 
yuary 2 a military council wos called 
to reach a final settlement on the 
peace terms offered by the Central 
Government, “The counell consisted 
of Gens. Yang Hu-chen, Sun Wel-ju, 
Yu Hsueh-chung, Wang i-chih and Ho 
Chu-kuo, “The frst three sent proxies 
‘and last two attended in person. 

Tt was a foregone conclusion that 
peace had already been agreed upon, 
much to the chagrin of Colonel Sun 
and the Junior ofllcers and men of 
the special bodyguard, On hearing 
of this meeting of the counell, they 
aeolded to bring off a coup and shoot 
‘ll the military commanders and tako 
‘matters into thelr own hands, 
reason for so dolng was becatise they 
objected to the North-eastern Army 
being moved to Kansu, 

‘They were willing to make terms 
with the Central Government only 
‘on condition that thelr commander, 
Gen, Chang. Hsueh-llang, should. be 
allowed to return to Shensi and re- 
sume command once more, and that 
the Government should. ‘pursue a 
definite policy of determined resist- 
ance to all forms of Japanese aggres- 
sion, ‘They wanted to fight thelr 
way’ back ‘to thelr homes in Man- 
choukuo, Instead of which they were 
to be ordered to evacuate the trenches 
and move farther west into Kansu. 














Meeting Forced

making for the west and north ‘gates. 
On the night of February 4 the east 
suburb was looted in a systematic 
way, But apart from this one breach

Against Moving Into Kansu 

There are a good many conflleting| 
rumours as to the cause of the 
trouble, but it seems elear to the 
writer ‘that it has to do with the 
‘acceptance of peace terms on the part 
of the Northwestern leaders Gens. 
‘Yang Hu-chen, Sun Yu-ju, and Gen. 
Chang Hsueh-liang’s three army com- 
manders, Gens. Yu Heueh-chung, 
Wang I-chih and Kwo-Chu-wel, ‘The 
Sunlor officers of the Northeastern 
‘Army object very strongly to the 
peece terms. ‘They are angry and 
Upset at having to evacuate the front 
line trenches and move Into Kansu. 
‘They complain that they have been 
led to believe that war was to be 
declared upon Japan and they were 
ready to fight thelr way back to thelr 
homes in Manchoukuo, 

Instead of which they are now 
ordered to move further away than 
ever, into a poverty stricken pro- 
vinee unable to support them in food 
for themselves ‘and thelr families. 
‘Their families are at present station- 
ed in Sian, To move them into Kansu. 
will involve a. serious “problem of 
Wansport, An order has already gone 
Out for the requisition of 2,000 carts. 
‘The railway will not serve them, for 
it only reaches to Paochi, 100 miles 
west of Sian, where carts would be 
‘unobtainable.’ A long tedious uncom= 
fortable cart journey of at least 250 
miles to an outlandish poverty strick- 
‘en district does not appeal to them, 
40 they have risen in revolt against 
their senior commanders. It is pretty 
clear that they would have assassinat- 
ced all of them; Gen. Yang Hu-chen 
Included, if they could have got away 
with it.’ But the revolt has been 
squashed and they have to go. 

Situation Relieved 

On February 4 the feeling in Sian 
‘was very tense, but towards sundown 
it became evident that Gen. Yang 
‘had the situation well in hand. Long: 
Ines of carts loaded with household 
tulensils and women and children 
belonging to the Northeastern Army 
‘were heading for the West Gate, The 
reat trek had begun. and if there is 























no more trouble to-night the most | f 


difleult obstacle inthe way of a 
peaceful settlement has been over 
come, ‘The Northeastern troops in the 
Weinan area will not be allowed to 
relreat through the city, but will 
have to take the main road to the 
west outside the ely. The gates are 
‘ail barricaded and the walls manned 
by Gen, Yang's men who will put up 
fa stubborn resistance against any at- 
tempt on the part of the retreating. 
army to enter the city. 

It is stated on good authority that 
Gen. Ku Chuetung and his Central 
Government troops will enter the city 
within three days and that Gen. 
‘Yang will be here to welcome them.

‘Thus endeth the 
ow famous Sian Revolt, always ex- 
‘copting the unexpected. 























PARTY OFFICIAL MURDERED 


Kewelhua, Feb. 10.

800 LOSE LIVES IN 
THEATRE FIRE 


1,500 Spectators Trapped in 
Antung Holocaust 


Antung, Feb. 14, 

‘Some 500 charred corpses were ex: 
trleated by ten o'clock this morning| 
from the stillssmoking ruins of the| 
Manchu Theatre, in Kwangehi Street 
In the city which caught fire last 
night during a performance. 

Police officials predicted that this 
number will rise to 800, as, by noon| 
810 names of missing persons were 
registered with three special offices 
‘established to check the number of 
victims of the holocaust. 

‘The theatre, one of the biggest in| 
this border town, was packed with 
4,500 spectators, when the fire began. 
Within a few’ minutes, the entire 
wooden structure was in lames, trap= 
ping the people inside. 

‘The few persons who escaped sald| 
that the theatre resembled “hell.” 
with the sereaming, fearsmaddened 
spectators vainly trying to fight thelr 
way out to safely. 

Proprietor's Statement 

‘The fire was extinguished in two 
hours, afler little remained of the 
building but its smoking frame. 

‘The proprietor of the theatre, ex- 
amined by the police, sald that the| 
fre was caused by ‘an overturned| 
‘candle in the green room, at the back| 
‘of the stage but this has not yet been| 
confirmed. 

‘Thirty houses flanking the theatre 
‘were also gutted. 

‘The fire began at 740 o'clock in 
the evening, when the theatre was 
packed with spectators, drawn by 
‘2 special New Year programme. 
‘The large number of casualties, 
ecording to the police, was caused 
fas much by the rapid spread of the 
fire as by the panic, which gripped 
the mob the moment the flames 
began to lek the stage settings.

‘A Japanese ‘who was on 
point duty outside the theatre when

‘The fire exits of the theatre, to 
which the audience stampeded as 
soon as the flames were noticed, were 
locked and hundreds of bodies were 
piled up on the staircases.

Putlle Dual Diplomacy Polley 


‘The Premier's failure to name a 
Foreign Minister, he retaining the| 
post concurrently, is ereating great!

ended, but they have no desire to 
see this accomplished by making the 
Forelgn Office a dependency, of the’

Rice Shortage 

Rice shortage in the province con- 
tinues to engage the attention of the 
authorities.

After this period, recovered some- 
what, 1 inguired ‘when I could sce 
their’ leader. ‘They told me that his| 
erritory was surrounded by soldiers 
‘and that they could not take me to| 
him but that he would later come 
himselt to see me. Whenover, dur- 
ing the nine months, I inquired when| 
their leader would come, their replay: 
fas always,"by and Dy.” 
In this new locality, we settled 
down to the normal life of the 

















cold winds entered made sleep im- 
possible. Daily three men were 
{alled to watch me, one sleeping on. 
clther side of me ‘and one on the 
ground. The~ kang while cold at 
hight, was like a furnace in the day~ 
time, The section, allotted t6 me: 
furnished less than five feet of room| 
for my five fect cleven inches. Half 
of this section was somewhat ele- 
Nated so that, when sleeping, T was 
in a hale sitting. halt reclining posi- 
ton. 

With the approaci: of spring, the 
thawing of the snow brought water 
from the hillsige through one side 
‘of the cabin so that for days at a 
{ime ‘the interior of the cabin had 
all the appearances of a_pig pen. 

‘Attempted Escape 

If I recall rightly, it was April 26. 
Several of the bandits having de- 
parted for a camp nearby. but four| 
men were left with us. ‘Three were 
playing cards, while’ the other, less 
Vigilant than’ usual, dozed off. 1, 
sitting, on a stump outside the cabin, 
sald to Wu, “This is our chance,” and 
Wu replied, “Let's go!” He stood near 
the door looking into the cabin and 
motioned to me that all was well. T 
entered the woods less than 50 feet| 
from the cabin and continued on, 
thinking that Wu was behind me. 1 
hhad perhaps not gone a quarter of a 
mile when I found that the snow in 
he woods had not thawed. Twas 

‘above my knees, The 
Thad gone told me| 
that I still lacked strength to run or| 
ik and that T would quickly be! 
overtaken, At this time. the sun, 
Which had been bright, disappeared 
ebind the clouds and a sudden. 
snowstorm arose, so that 1 could not 
see 20 feet ahead of me. To venture 
further into the woods in the blind. 
ing storm would result in our being 
lost and ‘we would dic of hunger. 
Before me"T saw a hole in the foot| 
fof a tree. T squeezed into this, hop- 
ing: Uhat the storm would pass and. 
that perhaps. with the coming of 
night, T could push on, 

T realized as well that Wu and 1 
were separated. Knowing his recap- 
ture would mean his death, I pray- 
‘ed that, should he be retaken, T also| 
would be found. hoping thus to save 
his Ie, 1 had harély finished my| 
prayer when one of the bandits 
passed before me and was fone again. 
Trepeated my prayer and as T 
tutlered the last word a shout rang 
out from behind me, “Come out of 
there! T looked, and ‘there stood one 
of the band with his revolver direet- 
‘ed upon me, T came out. Command. 
ng me to "yo back,” he shouted to 
Inform the others that he had found 
me. Upon re-cntering the cabin, T 
found Wu bound hand and foot to 
a pillar, his rosary hanging from his 
hands, his. lips, moving in prayer. 
‘The captain, Ching Te-teai, informed| 
me that had T not been found Wu's 
head would have been sent to the 
Mission and then T knew that my 
prayer had been answered. 

Captive not Punished 

Still, no punishment was meted! 
out to me except that I was more, 
closely watched. My caplors were 
informed that should 1 get away 
thelr heads would be taken. With 
this knowledge they became more 

igilent and showed a more brutal 
side of their nature.” They ceased 
to concern themselves greally as to 
whether my food was sulficient or 
not. 

Conversation with Wu was prac 
tically impossible; their hate for him 
was much In evidence, but still they 
listened to my pleading not to punish 
hhim. ‘They took the ropes from him 
during the day, but at night he was 
made’ secure. 

‘We remained here perhaps a week’ 
while they arranged to rove me| 
to anew location. 

‘When word was received that the! 
house was. prepared, we were again 
moved. We came to what was to 
be our summer home and here 1 
found that u new band had» been 
placed over us. ‘The hillside had. 
been cleared of brush and a variety 
of crops and vegelables had already 
Deen planted. We settled down to 
a monotonous routine, 


Ponds from Opium 

‘This house was the home of a. 
Major Wel Te-tsang. During the six 
months we spent there, 1 learned 
fone means of their support. ‘Their 
farmer friends grew poppies and 
gave them the crude opium in large 
quantities. This was divided and 
ach officer received a cake, the value 
of which ran from $600 to $1,000, 
This served as a means of exchange 
whenever they wished to pay for 
their goods. In cases where they 
could avoid paying, their prineiple| 
was to take the gocds and refuse to 
give the money asked. 

Except for two of Tsang Ke-tsang's 
men, T.saw no one smoking opium. 
‘This was undoubtedly due to the 
fact that Major Wei had prohibited 
lis use and severely punished any of 
hhis_men who disobeyed. 

Here also T found I was not their 
only hostage. Two lads, twelve and 
‘Afieen years old, were brought to| 
the camp and were ordered to wait

bandits. Day followed day for over 
two months. ‘The eabin was con-| 
stantly clouded with smoke; holes in 





the walls and roof’ through which

T learned from hearsay that $5,000, 
000 had been demended and. ‘that, 
even though this amount was given, | 
ft would not bring me home.

‘of home, I reilized that they were 
trying to. break me as they had 
broken the spirit’ of their boy 
captives. 
Expressed Desire to Kill 


Through the last four months 
there was a sleady change of at- 
titude, While not at ony time show-| 
Ing any Jove or consideration for me, 
these men now showed but .con- 
tempt, and this, as the days passed, 
grew Into hate and the often ex- 
Prewed desire to kill. My every 
‘action was mocked: my words were 
rejected. 

‘Sleep’ was impossible, due to the 
two guards beside me sleeping in. 
such “a manner that their heads 
‘would be practically on my shoulders 
while their bodies were stretched. 
‘cross mine, Carddplaying and 
gambling, which up to now had been 
Sut periodical, ‘became. their every~ 
day schedule.’ Not infrequently, a 
game begun in the evening would 
be carried on through the night with 
perhaps an hour's rest before break~ 
fast, then through another day and 
again another night, The game was 
always played ‘on the kang, render- 
Ing it impossible for me to stretch. 
out, so that I was left day and night 
sleeping as best I could, sitting 
against the wall, Should T doze, I 
would usually awaken to find one’ of 
my guards screeching his version of 
some native song into my car 

‘There were a few times, however, 
when my guards did not sleep 80 
close to me, for, one night, as T slept, 
Twas back’ again in my school days, 
Several of us were wrestling, when 
suddenly I was awakened bya shout 
and found a guard's wrist in my. 
hand and “himself doubled » back 
upon the Kang. and erying “he is 
killing. me,” the ‘others meantime 
alert with revolvers drawn, I tried 
my best to assure them that one does. 
not know what he does in his sleep, 
but It was to no avail, ‘This partie 
Gular guard became my enemy. Stil, 
fearing the attempt might be repeat: 
ed, he gave me more room to sleep. 

in general, tite became more diff 
cult. "My companion Wu, serving as 
my cook, also had his duties increased 
at this ‘time, for, Major Wei found 
the bread which Wu was baking’ 
quite delightful eating. When a loat 
was baked, or rather burnt into some 
Sort of consistency, the Major would 
Immediately order ‘Wu to bring it to 
him. “What I would cot in. three 
days he would consume in one meal. 
Even when on the road, he would 
despatch a man or two with orders; 
to bring back bread, 


‘Tormented by Vermin 


‘Throughout the entire captivity, 
insect life, primarily tice, was, most| 
annoying." Even when 1 was able to) 
shake my bodyguard off, the biting! 
of the vermin prohibited sleep. There 
‘was searcely an inch of me that was 
rot bitten, While awake T might re- 
frain from scratching, but in my, 
sleep this was the usual procedure 
and this broke the skin and caused 
the bites to develop into sores. 
could obtain reliet after several 
hours by killing my vermin friend: 
and I would then settle down, think. 
lng to rest for the night, only’ to find 
‘my guurd, who likewise was covered 
with the parasites, taking off his shirt 
and, while remarking that there were 
too many to kill, simply shaking his 
clothes over me, ‘He would then turn 
‘over and sleep while 1 would spend 
the night in misery 


Later local soldiers entered the 
vieinity and Aghting became the daily: 
routine. Lest. the soldiers should 
sight the smoke, no fires were per- 
mitted during the day; hence, no 
meals. Long before sunrise we were 
taken deeper into the woods where. 
‘we sat or reclined on the ground, re- 
tuning again at night to the ‘rain, 
sodden. cabin—not to slep—for, my. 
captors, fearing the soldiers, watched 
and played cards. Some food would 
be prepared during the night but T 
was generally too exkuusted to cat. 
‘There was nothing now but bread 
‘and milk for me, while thelr food 
was principally wheat pancake. This| 
routine continued for perhaps twelve| 
days when soldiers were sighted 
‘coming over the rangé of mountains| 
upon which our cabin was located. 
We were immediately rushed into 
the woods and hidden in the under~ 
brush, When darkness came, the 
watch informed us that soldiers were 
at the foot of the hill. They ap- 
parently had established themselves. 
for the night, for I could sec the. 
[smoke from their camp fire, 

‘And then we heard steps coming 
up the hill from the eamp, We 
crouched and waited; I was surround 
ed by my captors, revolvers and 
Fifles ‘upon me, I ‘peered into the 
darkness and saw a lone officer com-

‘Terrorizing Effect of Statistical Reports: Figures Which) 


Fail to Tell the Truth

‘Tachienlu, Dec. 30. 

During 1936 missionaries all_ over’ 
China were occupied In, different 
ways: they preached the Gospel, 
heated the sick, taught the blind, dl 
Uributed literature, olreulated "the 
Scriptures, instructed the young, 
helped the refugee, translated ‘books, 
fed the poor, but all make an effort 
to establish the Kingdom of God In 
this siront laud. 

Tn building up the Churen of 
Christ in this young Republle men 
are dovoling "thelr energies to 
tuniveralty work, others are engaged 
In famine relief, while some spend 
theit days among the lepers—all are 
secking to spread the principles of 
the Son ‘of Man, 

TBut when it comes to the last week| 
‘of 1936 there Is a similarity of oc- 
cupation which can become at times 
quite terrorizing. Some time in De~ 
ember the Mission, Board Society 
sends" along a missive known in 
plain language as the Statistical Re- 
port for 1996, the details of which| 
have to be very carefully filled in 
‘and returned ” promptly. Anyone 
with any knowledge of slatistical re- 
ports of forms 1s amozed and alarm- 
td at thelr slow but sublle growth, 
Th the good old days they looked 
‘auite Innocent documents; now they 
Ihave assumed proportions that would 
daze the residents of Somerset House 
‘or the Citeumlocution OfMee. 

Baltling Reports 

‘These reports and forms have] 
moved from the simple to the .com-| 
plex with a baMing rapidity and like 
modern account books there Isa 
column for pepper, one for salt and 
another for” musiard, With these 
‘modern Statistical Reports, to begin 
anywhere but at the beginning spells 
immediate disnster—they are care- 
fully “and. selentifeally arranged and 
‘while mistakes oceur’ they are spot 
led immediately. ‘The omission or 
inclusion of a repeating declmal 
‘might Keop the. Board of Foreign 
‘Missions in the old days working for 

‘the new forms are absolutely 
pHlondate, 

T have just been looking at one of 
these new statistical forms and there 
are aclually 33 geparate and different 
‘ivisions on a single sheet of paper, 
some. of” whigh are as follows : 
hhumber” of church Eoildings, eali- 
‘mated value, appreximate seating 
fcaptelty, number of church schools, 
folal enrolment, estimated value of 
Dulldings and equinment, expense of 
ual malitenance, membership, 
contributions for foreign work, con- 
tributions for home mission ‘work, 
contributions {or Tocel society work, 
contributions for young people's 
Wwotk, contributions for local church 
work, with an item ‘under No. 18 
which covers Nos, 18 and 30, 

‘Of course if one kept thelr yearly: 
iecounts along the lines of a statis- 
teal report the matter might be come 
paratively easy" by simply sending 
the account book to the Home Board 
fon Fifth Avenue~ths Home Board 
could thon distinguish what was 
Home, Foreign, Church, Society, old 
people's and young ‘people's. A 
elergyman at Home once ot the 
dally tomperatires ond the Sunday 
collections all mixed up, but with 
‘one of these ‘modern statistical forms 
this "would ‘present  diMiculties as 
thero are too many columns for col- 
leetions. 

Where the Doctor ‘Throws ‘Things

‘Statistiey with. the "North-Ching 
Herald,” Bank’ of England or tho 
Chinese Post Office are mere child's 
play to some of those missionary 
forms, and when they come to ine 
clude’ major and minor operations, 
with of without anaesthetic, local of 
general, the doctor fecls like throw- 
ing these reports where he throws a 
whole Tot of other things. If Freud 
kept a record of his dreams for 50 
years no one would be surprised at 
the prosont state of the world or the 
chaos of international affairs, 

Tt would be unwise, however, to. 
Infor that all Chinese missionaries 
regard slatisties from the same point 
of view. ‘There Is oue little mission 
in Klangsi which ‘Inbours under the 
impression that statistics are of the 
devil and avold alt reports regarding 
their ehureh worl. ae some people 
rogard the plogue, But. this can 
hardly be said of Presbyterians, 
Baptists, a.Methodists and Anglicans 
labouring in China, Many Presby- 
{erian and Baptist misslonuries work- 
ing in China have their desks 50 ar- 
ranged that items, concerning thelr 
‘work ean be carefully pushed Into 33 
different plgcon holes ‘und alarming 
figures produced” nt a moment's 
noties.

‘Shanghai’s Tribute to Russia's Immortal Poet: Moving 
Eulogies by Several Speakers 





ly of Russian natlonality, attended the 

hkin Commemorative Assembly 
held that evening in the French Mun!- 
clpal-Hall, 11 Route Vallon, Opening 
the ceremony with a few briet words, 
Mr. Charles Metzler called upon Pro 
fessor V. V. Lamansky to.speak; Pro 
fessor Lamansky, speaking in Russian, 
In a short, address emphasized . the 
unique value of Pushkln's pootle 
genius. 

‘A. very moving eulogy in honour 
of the memory of the great Russian 
poet was given by Professor G. A. 
Tellberg, who has made a deep study 
‘of Pushkin's works, ond came to 
Shanghai from Tsingtao in order to 
‘be present at the Pushkin celebrations 
In a lengthy speech, Interspersed wit 
frequent quotations from the post's 
verses, he pointed to the amazing 
splritual Influence of Pushkin's poe- 
try on the bullding up of the national 
character of the Russlan people, an 
Influence that ranged from his fairy 
tales for the children, through the 
‘magnificent tales of ‘folklore | and 
Poems of romance for the young 
People, to the deep historical ar 
‘and hilt prophetle vision for the older 
Generation. His speech received a 
Beat deal of applause. 

‘An address in English by Mr. R. 
1. Peyton-Grimn, who was unable to 
aitend the ceremony owing to an 
Indleposition, was read by. Mr. G. 
Sapojnikoff.” In his address, Mr. 
Poyton-Grifin “drew parallels be: 
tween Pushkin as the national poet 
‘of Russia ond those masters of Eng 
sh IMterature, Shakespeare and 
Byron, who undoubtedly, he sald, had 
a measure of Influence on’ the 
former. In conclusion, he pointed to 
the naifonatly all-embracing poetical 
heritage whieh was accumulated In 
the cumparatively short Ufe-span of 
‘he great Russian poet.

FACTORY ACCIDENTS 
156 IN MONTH 


Six Fatalities Reported to 
Municipal Council 


‘There were 156 industrial and oc- 
‘cupational accidents reported to the 
Shanghal Munleipal Council during 
January, Of these, six had fatal 

‘uulls, Twelve women Injured 
‘The ‘causes of 145 are known with 
‘uflclent accuracy, and 103 have 
bbeen the subject of investigation and 
Instruction in prevention. “A total of 
107 cases was reported by hospitals, 

Classified by causes, 60 were asso- 
ciated with machinery driven by 
power: two were fatal. Of these 66, 
18 occurred on belts and gearing, and 
‘one was fatal: five were associated 
with lifts, one fatal: seven took place 
on rollers and calenders. ‘Two per- 
sons were injured In fires, one fatal- 
ly, and nine by hot or corrosive sub- 
stances, also with one fatality. Twenty 
persons were Injured by falling, one 
fatally: and 17 were struck by fal- 
Ung objects, also one fatally. 

Classified ‘by industries, the great. 
‘est number (ook place in the texille 
Industry, where 40 persons were in= 
Jured, ‘two fatally, ‘This tinusually 
large ‘number may be in part related 
to Increased rellvity in cotton mills, 
four of which hed been closed. for 
some time, and have been staffed 
since re-opening with either new 
workers or those whose long period 
‘of absence trom work had rendered. 
them less experienced. ‘Thirty-three 
‘aceldents took place in the machinery 
and metal produets trades, ‘without, 
however, having fatal consequences. 
Fourteen occurred on buildings under 
construction, and two were fatal. 
‘Ten happened in the clothing indus- 
‘try, nine in the printing and paper 
{trades in nelther ease with fatalities: 
bbut one of the elght in the food, 
drinks and tobacco category had fatal 
‘outcome.

Reviewing this wide fleld of activity 
for 1036, the annual report states that 
from the point-of view of infectious 
disenco, the year as a whole has been 
healthy speelally during the summer, 
but during the spring and winter the 
hospitals were quite busy, The 
‘admissions Increased by 10 per, cent.

Delay in Diphtheria Cases 

It seems that only the most serous 
cases of this disease ever reach the 
slage ‘of ‘requesting admission “to 
hospital, ag the danger of diphtheria 
being present In cases of sore throat 
nad not yet reached the consciousness 
of the Chinese masses, Mortality 
from this disease among’ the Chinese 
fg further Increased by the frequk 
refusal to submit to the operation ‘ot 
trachedtomy which nithough attended 
by a high mortality, can save a 
rnlimber ol enses which otherwise 
would surely dle, 

‘The bullding of the proposed new 
Fever and Menial Hospitals has been 
postponed atill further on the grounds 
of economy. ‘The need for further 
‘mental acgommodation has been con- 
alderably reduced, but the necessity 
for new fever accommodation is bo- 
coming more and moro urgent os the 
Chinese isolation hospital 1s in a most 
ailapldated stato; since being con 
demned as unit for use as a hospital 
clght years ago, It has been frequent-

‘The foreign nursing staff recorded 
a total of 431 days off duty. during 
the year.

Mr. M. E. H. Wells

« More ‘Than Normal Risks 

‘As a whole the Loans are typical 
nineteenth century iesues—though in 
polnt of date several were actully 
issued in the twentieth century. One 
whole class was issued directly, for 
‘the great nineteenth century activity, 
of railway construction and a large 
pant of the nonerallway loans were 
tn fact destined tor railway develop. 
ment of the loans were 
Secured on the now. obsolescent 
Principle that foreign administration 
‘within a national government would 
[Provide credit which the national 
government itself could not hope 
fo secure. 

Consequently the risks to which 
the Joans have been exposed in re- 
cent years have been more. than 
‘normal economic chances. The émer- 
‘gence of the Nanking Government as 
the Central Government in China 
during 1928-29 was accompanied by a 
nationalism whieh seemed to threaten 
the foreign administrations which 
handied the Customs revenues and 
‘which actually transferred the Salt 
administration from foreign 10 Chi 
nese hands.

‘Shanghai Oarsmen 


Although a number of Shanghai- 
Janders ventured afield in the nelgh- 
ouring country, elther in search of 
ome or purely pleasure bent, surely

‘Omcer in Sierra Leone, and who has 
recently. returned from a Colonial 
tour embracing China, Hongkong, 
Malaya, Burms, Indie, Ceylon and 
Palestine. 

‘Dr. Drummond Shiels, at one time 
Parliamentary Under-Sceretary 10 
the Colonial Oflice, presided.” Dr. 
Bincklock, he sald, was q member of 
the Advisory Medical Committee in 
‘the Colonial Office which took an

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AMERICA SENSES 
Year's Prospects Marred by 


From Our Own 


Washington, Jan. 2. 
The new year has begun in 
JAmerien to the sound of  self-con- 
fratulatory speeches. Depression 
fears are over, business is booming 
again, shops sre full, streets are 
crowded with new motor cars and 
theatres and cabarels are turing 
‘away gucsis, while sun-blessed Flo- 
rida and snow-decked Maine have 
never seen so many tourists. ‘The 
politicians are ‘welcoming another 
ew era of prosperity. 

‘But the brightness of the skies is 
marred by three ominous clouds. 
Taree threats spoil the complete 
serenity of the outlook; the threat 
of a runaway inflationary boom. the 
threat of widespread labour unrest 
‘and the threat of European war. 

In a sense it is a sure sign that 
[prosperity has returned when people. 
fonee more can talk about the dang- 
erg of a boom, ‘There Is no mors 
reference to “priming the pumt 
the cartoonists "are picturing the 
pump primed and flowing and finally 
Dlown sky-high by the foree of the 
waters; the economists are asking 
whether the United States is not al- 
ready ‘embarked on a course which 
will lead. to all ‘the excesses (and 
the ultimate misery) of the years 
before 1929.

‘The word Kuomintang has 
acquired. differont interpretations 
according to the political convic- 
tions or prejudices of the moment. 
Yet it has a definite meaning in the 
constitutional system and as so) 
often happens the machine is, 
blamed, if blame be apportioned, 
for faults due less to its weakness 
than to the human imperfections of 
‘the men who try to work It, 

‘The Kuomintang in its time has 
borne the brunt of assaults which 
were’ really directed against the 
errors of the revolutionary leaders 
faced with the enormously difficult 
task of bullding up a new constitu 
tion on the wreckage of the Manchu 
Empire, When the Revolution came | 
‘on October 10, 1911:the Kuomintang 
with Dr, Sun’ Yat-sen as the Pro- 
visional ‘President of the Republic 
of China was naturally expected to 
take responsibility for the new 
order of things. It was the largest 
single party, but when Dr. Sun 
resigned in favour of Yuan Shih-Kai 
and the latter used the presidenti 
mandate to dissolve constit 
tlonalism, the Kuomintang leaders 
‘were compelled to return to thelr 
exile abroad, at the end of 1913, 

It was not until the Student 
‘Movement of 1919 gave the Kuomin- 
tang a new lease of life that there 
seemed to be any prospect of end- 
{ing the chaotic conditions in which 
contending warlordism vainly en- 
deavoured to establish some form 
of national unity. Even then con- 
fusion persisted, In Canton under! 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen what were 
described as the “true” revolu- 
‘tionary elements had started open

It will be seen that if 
these two supervisory Yuans are 
allowed. to develop the powers as- 
signed to them the requirements of| 
reform of the administration: can| 
be fully met. The: system is not! 
at fault. The results depend on the 
working. applied to it, 

‘The National Economic Council 
under the control of the Executive 
‘Yuan is a recent addition to the 
‘armoury of the Government in 
combatting deterioration, It has| 
five special technical committees to| 
deal with public roads, hydraulic 
engineering, health, education and| 
rural reconstruction. ‘The proposal 
to sot up a separate Ministry for 
Agriculture and Forestry is well- 
timed.

For 
political doctrines the reader must 
Took elsewhere—this Is frankly a 
book written by an economist: who 
stleks to his last and has made, con- 
sequently, a most valuable contribu- 
lon to the study of a most import 
lant subject —em. 
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‘The Abyssinion campaign has com- 
pelled ‘Dr. Toynbee to produce his 
Annual Survey for 1935 in two 
volumes, the second volume—the 
Dulkier ‘of the two—being entirely 
devoted to the Abyssinian crisis, the 
Campaign, and the effect of that crisis
